10 UNITED STATES CURRENCY. 


ASHINGTON, Aug. 3.— More 
Wi tan a billion dollars in cur- 
rency is to be added to the cir- 
culating medium in the United States 


by the action of Congress today, to 
meet the situation resulting from the 


European crisis. 
This new money, 


issued under a modification of the 
bank law, passed in both House and 
Senate, then compromised in confer- 
ence, and approved by the adminis- 


tration, for final action in both houses 


tomorrow. 


All national banks and all State 


bankers and trust companies, mem- 
bers of the new Federal reserve sys- 


tem and those which have agreed to 


join, may issue notes under the Ald- 
rich-Vreeland section of the bank law, 
up to 125 per cent. of their combined 
capital and surplus. 

There is approximately $1,760,000,- 
000 such capital and surplus upon 
which issue of notes may be based. 
Of that, about $800,000,000 invested 
m government bonds is not available. 
Approximately $900,000,000 plus 25 
per cent. is therefore ready as the 
basis of issue. Inasmuch as bankers 
pointed out to administration leaders, 
issues of clearinghouse certificates in 
this country never have exceeded 
$500,000,000 in times of most dire dis- 
tress, the issue available should more 
than care for any situation. 

The Senate imposed further condi- 
tion that the banks shall deposit with 
the government against the new issue 
a gold reserve of not less than 5 per 
cent. and that the new notes shall 
be apportioned geographically. Banks 
in the New York district, for instance, 
may issue only a sum proportionate 
to 125 per cent. of their capital and 
surplus, In tht way the new circula- 
tion is expected to be distributed 
throughout the country, caring for 
local banking needs and industries. 

As originally proposed by the Sen- 
ate, the banks might have issued u 
to the former limit of $500,000,000. 
The House today removed all restric- 
tions as to amount. The Senate.

Friends and relatives of Americans 
abroad can deposit with the State De- 
partment here any sum they choose 
and an embassy check for an equiva- 
lent amount will be issued in Europe.

MILLIONSIN GOLD | 
FOR THE STRANDED. 


A. v. . NIGHT WIRE.} 

NEW ORK, Aug. 3.—Use of a 
United States warship to carry to 
Europe $3,500,000 in gold for the 
relief of stranded American tourists 
was proposed by New York bankers 
today. Benjamin Strong, Jr., presi- 
dent of the Bankers’ Trust Company, 
departed for Washington to make the 
suggestion to President Ison. The 
gold is ready. It was witharawn from 
the subtreasury today and is packed 
in kegs in the vaults of the trust 
company. All that is nee is the 
sanction of the President. 

The sponsors of the plan edmitted 
that it was an unprecedented one. but 
ald the situation herote 
measures. To ship the gold on a liner 
would be impracticable at this time. 
No insurance company could be found 
to write a policy on such a shipment. 
which would be Hable to seizure by 
European warships. 

Should the proposal meet with ob- 
jection, Mr. Strong, ſt was understood 
would suggest to the President that 
the gold be placed on an American 
steamship and that a warehip be sent 
with it to insure its safe passage.

TO DEFEND FRENCH COAST. 


The Foreign Secretary stated that 
the British fleet had been mobilized 
and the mobilization of the British 
army was taking place but that no 
engagement had yet been made by 
the British government to send an ex- 
pedition abroad. He continued: 

“The ch fleet is in the Medi- 
terranean and the northern coasts of 
France are Gefenseless. If a foreign 
fleet engaged in war against France 
should come down and battle against 
those defenseless coasts we could not 
stand aside.

“When mobilization began I tele- 
graphed to both the French and the 
German governments asking whether 
they would respect Belgian neutrality.

“The German Foreign Secretary re- 
plied that he could not possibly give 
a response before consulting the Im- 
perial Chancellor and the German 
Emperor. He intimated that he 
doubted whether it was possible to 
give an answer, because that answer 
would disclose German plans. 

“We were sounded last week as to 
whether, if Belgian neutrality were 
restored after the war, it would pacify 


‘us and we replied that we could not

WAR ENTHUSIASM 
IN LONDON NOW. 


Crowds of Englishmen and 


French in a Procession, 


King and Queen Greet Them 


at Buckingham Palace.

LONDON, Aug. %.—The first out- 
break of patriotic enthusiasm since 
the possibility arose of England be- 
coming involved in the war occurred 
in London tonight. Crowds of Eng- 
lishmen and Frenchmen marched 
through the streets in the West End, 
waving flags and singing the national 
anthems. When they reached Buck- 
ingham Palace, in response to a great 
outburst of cheering, the King, Queen 
and Princess Mary appeared on the 
balcony and bowed acknowledgement 
of the demonstration of loyalty. 

This did not satisfy the crowds, 
which chanted “We want King 
George” to the tune of the “West- 
minster Chimes” and sang “Rule 
Britannia.” This finally brought the 
King and Queen out again. They were 
accompanied by the Prince of Wales 
and received another noisy greeting. 
The demonstration lasted several 
minutes and for a long time after the 
royalties retired the people continued 


monstrative, apparently ng mo 
curious than excited.’ Occasionally 
there was cheering as some Cabinet 
minister was seu leaving his office 
for the House of Commons or on his 
return from the House, and when the 
guards at the gates were 
changed. But on the whole, Lon- 
doners preferred to spend the holl- 
day in their usual quiet manner. 

As evening drew on, however, and 
anxiety increased as to the attitude 
the government intended to adopt, 
the people became more excited. 
Winston Spencer Churchill, as he 
walked from the Admiralty to the 
Commons, was greeted with cries of 
“Good old Winston.” 

Premier Asquith was greeted in a 
similar manner and was esco 
from his home to the precincts of 
the House by a cheeri crowd, and 
other members of the Cabinet, as 
well as members of the House, re- 
ceived a cheer as they passed into 
the historic building to hear what 
England intended to do in the hour 
of her crisis. 

John Redmond, the Irish National- 
ist leader, came in for a splendid re- 
ception as he left the House, the news 


of his speech in which he said every 


soldier could be withdrawn from Ire- 
land having preceded him. 

Field Marshal Lord Roberts, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne and Andrew 
Bonar Law, leader of the opposition, 
who visited the Prime Minister in 
Downing, soon were surrounded by a 
great crowd which followed and 
cheered them, but the Amb ors, 
including the German representa- 
tive, who went to the Foreign Office 
several times, and the Russian rep- 
resentative, who sat in the House dur- 
ing Sir Edward Grey's speech, were 
little known to Londoners and passed 
unnoticed. 

When Parliament adjourned a pro- 
cession was formed, composed mostly 


through Whitehall, Trafalgar Square, 
Leicester Square and Piccadilly Cir- 
cus singing all the way. The railway 
stations where the continental trains 
arrive and depart. presented busy 
scenes throughout the day. Fach in- 
coming train brought refugee Ameri- 
Fans and Englishmen from the Con- 
tinent. 

As few porters were on hand, ow- 
ing to the holiday, all of them had 
to carry their own baggage, and some 
amusement was afforded by their 
method of trundling heavy trunks 
from the cars to waiting cabs. 

It is announced that the extension 
of the holiday applies only to banks, 
which will give the government time 
to complete arrangements to meet 
the financial situation. Other busi- 
ness will continue as usual.

LLiterary Digest:] Despite strin- 
gent regulation of wireless apparatus 
—national and international—the mis- 
ehievous or malicious sender of false 
messages still occasionally continues 
to make a nuisance of himself and 
sometimes comes very near to causing 
serious trouble. It is essentially the 
act of a coward to perpetrate a prac- 
tical joke at a distance of 50 to 100 
miles with practically no risk of de- 
tection. ‘That persons of sufficient ed- 
ucation and skill to operate a wireless 
apparatus will stoop to such things is 
almost unbelievable, but the logic of 
facts compels one to admit it. The 
writer of a leading editorial in the 
Blectrical Review (London, May 8) 
has this to say on some recent in- 
stances: 

“It will be, rempmbered that at the 
time of the disaster to the Titanic, 
and on several other occasions, much 
annoyance was caused to individuals 


and to the public by the dissemination 
of false m by wireless tel- 
egraphy; a recurrence of this trouble 
took place on Friday last, when mes- 
sages were received in Japan pur- 
porting to emanate from the Ameri- 
man liner Siberia, and stating that she 
was aground and sinking off the 
coast of Formosa. On Saturday the 
vessel arrived at Manila and denied is- 
suing the call for help; moreover she 
cannot have been within 100 miles 
of Formosa, which lies far out of her 
course from San Francisco. 

“The Siberia was insured for about 


400,000 pounds, and on Friday rein- 


surance rates were quoted at 50 per 
cent. British and Japanese cruisers 
were dispatched to her aid. Much 
mental suffering must have been un- 
dergone by the relatives and friends of 
those on board her, and it is obvious 
that very heavy financial loss might 
result,. perhaps has resulted, from the 
erroneous announcement. 

Whether the signals were trans- 
mitted in good faith by some other 
vessel in trouble, or whether they 
were the work of a practical joker 
‘gave the mark!—is not yet definitely 
The incident, however, draws 
attention to certain attributes and 
possibilities of wireless telegraphy 
which render it capable of being em- 
ployed very greatly to the disadvan- 
tage of the community. 

“In the first place, it is practically 
impossible’ to tlentify the sender of 
falee news, except under special cir- 
cumstances easily avoided. Inquiries 
‘could be made of the owners of li- 
censed installations on land, but even 
if one of these were the culprit, how 
could the fact be proved? It is not 
necessary, however, to obtain a license 
in order to be able to make signals, 
any more than a poacher need ob- 
tain a game licens before setting 
about his unlawful business. A tem- 
porary aerial could be sent up with 
a kite or a small balloon under cover 
of darkness, or hauled up to the top of 
a tree or flagstaff, and dropped before 
daybreak, without leaving any out- 
ward sign of its passing presence. 
While apparatus is available for de- 
termining approximately the direction 
from which a message is received, it 
would not commonly be available, or 
be used if available in such a case, 
and it gives no indication of the dis- 
tance of the sender. At sea, of course, 
it would be an easy matter for a 
malevolent operator—if such a per- 
son existed—to dispatch misleading 
messages without fear of detection. 
Thus the authors of messages which 
are not bona fide can remain anony- 
mous at pleasure, with little risk of 
discovery. 

“The evil which can be wrought by 
false messages is incalculable. Their 
employment for the purpose of caus- 
ing fluctuations in the value of secur- 
ities in the money market is an ob- 
viously possible form of abuse of wire- 
less telegraphy, and it is not difficult 
to conceive of conditions under which 
false meseages supposed to be trans- 
mitted, for example, from a British 
warship to the admiralty, or vice ver- 
en, in a time of international tension, 
might excite a people to frenzy and 
precipatite an appeal to arms. Wire- 
less communication cannot be effec- 
tually severed or interrupted, and 
messages cannot be prevented from 
arriving at their goal; but neither can 
their propagation be prevented and 
the greatest caution should be exer- 
cised in accepting them as genuine if 
the circumstances afford the slightest 
reason for doubt.

DAY BULLETINS 
FROM THE WAR.

BERLIN, Aug. 3.—The invasion of 
Russia by German troops began to- 
day when the first battalion of the 
One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Infantry, 
with a machine gin by company oc- 
cupied Kalisz in Russian Poland. 

The German infantry, which had 
made a rapid advance from Ostrcwo 
in Prussian Poland, was accompanied 
by the First Regiment of German Uh- 
known as the Emperor Alexan- 
der III of Russia's Uhlans. 

Fighting on the Russian frontier 
was confined to small engagements 
between cavalry outposts until 6 
o'clock last evening, but an attack 
was then made by the Russian in- 
vaders on Jchannisburg, which is oc- 
cupied by a squadron of the Eleventh 
Pomeranian Dragoons. 

The railroad from Johannisburg to 
Lyek, on the Russian frontier, has 
been cut and also the light railroad 
running to Blottcwen. 

The losses of the Russian troops 
are believed to have been about twen- 
ty men, while the Germans have net 
lost any killed, although several have 
been wounded. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—German cavalry 
today raided the French: frontier near 
the fortress of Belfort and attempted 
to ccmmandeer horses, according to 
dispatches from Paris. German pa- 
trols also twice attacked Joncherey 
near Belfort. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—A dispatch to 
the Daily Telegraph from Paris today 
says German troops have taken pos- 
session of the Belgian town of Arlon. 


STOCKHOLM (Sweden) Aug. 3.—A 
battle was fought yesterday between 
the German and Russian fleets off the 
Aland Islands and resulted in the Kus- 
sians being driven back.

FACILITATING FOREIGN TRADE. 


[Philadelphia Record:}] The an- 
nounced intention of some of our 
greater banks to avail themselyes cf 
the privileges conferred by the new 
banking and currency law and estab- 
lish branches in foreign countries, 
especially South America, is an inter- 
esting development of American for- 
eign trade. But its effect will be to 
divert to this country certain banking 
profits that have been going to Eu- 
rope rather than to increase the 
amount of cur foreign business. 

Foreign banking is frequently 
spcken of as though it were an es- 
sential feature of foreign trade, and 
some people have probably been mis- 
led into the idea that we can’t sell 
abrcad because there is no way in 
which we can collect the price of our 
products. This is a pretty crude view 
of the matter, but it actually obtains 
in some circles where a more intelli- 
gent comprehension of business might 
be expected. 

Our enormous exports and the 
rapidity with which they increase are 
a sufficient demonstration of the fact 
that there are nc restrictions worth 
mentioning on our external commerce. 
It is safe to assume that the goods are 
paid for, and drafts on Paria, or Lor 
don, or Berlin are good the world 
over, The lack cf foreign banke has 
no appreciable influence upon our ex- 
port trade, but much of the profits 
on the financial side of our foreign 
trade go to foreigners. Our foreign 
trade is now getting so large thatit 
will suppert American banks in for- 
eign parts, and the banking profits, 
therefore, can be secured by our own 
financiers. 


PORT OF MONTREAL 
CLOSED TO SHIPPING.

Bothering Citizens.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) 2.—Hun- 
dreds of Mexican laborers aré out of 
work in Phoenix because of the State 
law and city charter forbidding the 
employment of non-citizens on public 
works. The situation is rapidly be- 
coming serious and is likely to be al- 
leviated only when a number of the 
Mexicans have been shipped to their 
native land. 

Public attention was drawn to the 
condition of the Mexican iaborers 
when some 200 of them. collected on 
the City Hall plaza and marched to 
the State Capitol. There, Julio Man- 
cillas, gheir spokesman, explained 
Gev. George 
Hunt. He estimated the number of 
unemployed men in Phoenix, laborers 
and and all. at 1100. Mancillas also 


pro- 
tested against the adoption of the “80 
per cent. law,” to be submitted to the 


. Ficka, to devise ways and 
means of caring for the Mexicans and 
their families. This committee found 
Places for thirty ‘families on the Ari- 
zona Eastern and Santa Fe raiiro 
but can do no more.

AVIATOR AND VETERAN OF TWO 
Vans SERVICES.

Didier Masson, Who Won Distinc- 
tion in Mexico, Will Fly French 
Aeroplane—Los Angeles Business 
Man and Spanish War Veteran 
Goes to Restore Alsace to Tricolor. 


Among the scores of patriots who 
volunteered their services to France 
yesterday through Louis Sentous, 
French Consul, were Didier Masson, 
the war aviator, and Edouard de 
Morlae, a native of Alsace, who has 
fought in both the French and Am- 
erican armies. 

M. de Morlae is a member of a 
prominent French family and is the 
head of a concrete construction come 
pany in this city. He was born in 
Alsace in 1877 and burns with the 
zeal of many of his countrymen to 
retrieve the disaster of 1870 and re- 
cover the province to France. 

He served in the California heavy 
artillery in the Philippines and ac- 
quired distinction for sharpshooting. 
No sooner had he learned the news 
that France and Germany had come 
to blows than he made a speedy prep- 
arations to wind up his business af- 
fairs. Before night he had made bis 
arrangements; turned his resources 
into cash and letters of credit. This 
morning he is speeding on his way 
East. 

So eager was M. de Morlae to get 
to the front that he refused to wait 
for the departure of the French re- 
servists. He elected to pay his own 
expenses and said he cared not how 
much they were, provided he could 
get to the front quickly. 

To participate in one or more bat- 
tles that will lead to the defeat of 
the Germans and the recovery of the 
lost provinces is his burning ambition. 
He intends to return to Los Angeles 
and resume his business if he survives 
the war. He has relatives in Alsace 
and hopes that the fortune of war 
will bring them again under the 
French flag before he returns. 
Although he started alone he ex- 
pects to pick up other Alsatians en

S A RESULT of the enormous 

demand for California products 

that the war in Europe will cause 
heavy shipments are expected to 
move from Los Angeles harbor by 
way of the Panama Canal to conti- 
nental consumers. 

Coincident with statements of busi- 
ness men that the belligerents will 
call for immense quantities of Call- 
fornia fruits, canned goods and other 
foodstuffs, reduced eastbound freight 
rates by the canal have been an- 
nounced and reductions on westbound 
cargoes are foreshadowed. While 
these last have not been announced, 
agents for steamship lines in the At- 
lantic-Pacific trade yesterday ad- 
mitted that the schedules are now in 
preparation. 

The rates on eastbound business to 
New York were cut last week from 
25 to 40 r cent. upon dried and 
canned ts, beans and wine, which 
at the present time comprise the 
bulk of California shipments. Should 
the cuts be made upon westbound 
business, it will make a tremendous

SERVIANS EAGER. 


Of the 2500 Servians in Los Ange- 
les it is probable that 1200 will re- 
spond to their country’s call. Nearly 
500 had been enrolled up to last night 
and the Servian headquarters on 
North Broadway is crowded with ea- 
ger patriote every day. Belgium 
and The Netherlands each have about 
2600 residents in this district and 
each country can call upon about 200 
men for war service. | 
With the exception of a few volun- 
teers whd¢ are departing at once at 
their own expense, the reservists will 
be held here subject to call. Railroad 
facilities are fully adequate to rush 
them across the country and any or 
all of them can leave on short notice. 

Nearly all of the men who are now 
being summoned to the front have 
geen service, the percentage of un- 
trained soldiers being very small. 
Some of them served one, two or three 
years in their home countries, and 
others have fought for the United 
States. Several of the men who en- 
rolied at the consulates yesterday 
fought under the Stars and Stripes in 
the Philippines. 

ENGLISH NOT LISTED. 

Vice-Consul C. White Mortimer, 
who has served the British govern- 
ment in Los Angeles for thirty years, 
said yesterday that there is no com- 
plete official registration of English- 
men here. There are men in Los An- 
geles who have seen service under 
the Union Jack, but the number who 
may go to the front in the event of 
Great Britain being involved in war 
is uncertain. With no compulsory 
service and no reservists, England win 
depend, so far as its subjects away 
from home are concerned, on indi- 
vidual action. 

TWO THOUSAND RUSSIANS. 


If the Great White Czar has called 
his children home to fight his battles 
for him his voice is as yet inaudible 
in our sadly-shrunken Little Russia, 
down along Utah and adjacent streets.

“There will be no heavy advance 
in living costs in Los Angeles,” de- 
clared O. C. Pickrell, secretary of the 
Produce Exchange. “Our fresh prod- 
ucts cannot be shipped and must be 
used in home consumption. They are 
as plentiful as ever and I have the as- 
surance of the majority of produce 
dealers that war will make no differ- 
ence in these things or even in staples 
like butter, eggs or potatoes. 

“Flour and meats will undoubtedly 
be higher, but this may prove a bless- 
ing in disgu making it necessary 
for Southern fornia folks to eat 
more vegetables and fruits, because of 
their low cost.” 

PORK MAY SOAR. 


Advances in pork products were re- 
ported last week, ham and bacon go- 
ing up 1 cent a pound on practically 
all varieties, not because of the war, 
but from natural conditions. One lo- 
cal packer stated yesterday that three 
months of war would drive these 
things to new records, although it 
would not affect largely the pri of 
fresh meats. “It is too far ah to 


what will happen,” he said, 
the meat lines. 

Although wool is not a food product, 
it might well come along with this 
list of California essentials because of 
its importance in world commerce. 
Last year this State produced 12,000,- 
000 pounds of wool and at least half 
of this went to English and German 
manufacture, being a particularly 
desirable staple because of its quality. 
Foreign buyers were numerous in lo- 
cal markets and much of this year’s 
cut has gone abroad. It will mean 
much higher prices for wool to the 
California producers. 

Salmon is a staple food product for 
which there has been so heavy a de- 
mand abroad that last year canners 
could scarcely realize the cause. With 
the opening of hostilities it all be- 
comes plain, as do the advance or- 
ders for this year’s pack, which in 
this State will be about 150,000 cases 
and which for the Pacific Coast will 
amount to more than 6,000,000 cases. 

From these detailed figures, it is de- 
clared that California will reap a rich 
harvest from its products that are in 
demand not only in America, but 
abroad. At the same time it 10 be. 
lieved the cost of living will not ad- 
vance to such an extent that those 
enjoying the increased profits will 
have to spend them for necessities at 
home,

Life of Usefulness.

LONG BEACH, Aug. 3.— Charles T. 
Healey, California pioneer, an engi- 
neer whose tripod and level paved the 
way for many great Southern Call- 
fornia improvements, died this morn- 
ing at a hospital. He was the oldest 
resident of Long Beach, having laid 
out this city in 1883. He was one of 
the engineers who appraised the prop- 
erty of the Los Angeles Water Com- 
pany just before it was purchased by 
the city. He was 81 years old, and 


Charles . Healey,

was a resident of California for sixty 


years. 

“Capt.” Healey, as he was famil- 

farly called, was born in North Hart- 
land, Vt., July 31, 1833. When he had 
finished his study of surveying as a 
young man he went to New York, but 
soon left for California. He arrived 
in San Jose in the spring of 1854. 
Here he soon built up a large survey- 
ing business, and when the Civil War 
began he was made captain of the 
home guards. He was e ed to sur- 
vey land grants and is said to have 
surveyed every Spanish grant south of 
San Jose in California. 
He came to Los Angeles in the early 
70's and took a prominent posi- 
tion among the surveyors of this city 
at that time. He was engaged in sur- 
veying the Irvine, Santa Ana and San 
Joaquin ranches for the Bixbys when 
he was hired to make a survey of 
4000 acres purchased from Jotham 
Bixby by the Long Beach Land Com- 
pany, which concern intended to iay 
out a town on what is now the site 
of Long Beach, which was later called 
“Wilmore City.

MONEY ORDERS AND STAMPS. 


Will Be Payable at Any Postoffice 

in Country—New Denominations of 

Stamps Soon to Be Issued. 
(Cincinnati Enquirer:] On and aft- 
er July 1, 1914, all domestic money 
orders will be payable at any post- 
office 
States, except Alaska, if presented for 
payment within thirty days from the 
date of the issuance. The money or- 
ders are to be made payable at a 
designated money-order office as at 
present, but it is not required that 
they be presented for payment to the 
office designated. 

Under the present arrangement 
money orders are not payable at any 
postoffice except that designated 
on the order, and as a result this re- 
striction has in many cases worked a 
hardship upon the payee. The order 
making it possible to cash a money 
order at any money-order postoffice 
in the United States proper will meet 
with popular favor. It is understood 
that this order will permit Uncle Sam 
to further compete with the express 
companies, whose money orders have 
been prefered over postal money or- 
ders for the reason that they are pay- 
able at any office of the express com- 
pany issuing them. | 

The Postoffice Department is pre- 

ng to issue five new denomina- 
tions of postage stamps, the same 
shape and size of the ordinary stamps 
of the issue of 1911. One will be for 
7 cents, black in color, and bear the 
head of Washington, looking to the 
left. The others will be for 9, 12 and 
30 cents, bearing the head of Frank- 
lin in profile, looking to the left. The 
new stamps are intended for use on 
parcels,‘ but are valid for postage on 
all classes of mall matter.

THE WORD “GRINGO.” 


Attempt to Trace Origin. of the 
Phrase Applied to Americans by the 
Mexicans. 

[Correspondence of New York 
Sun:] Many years ago an old Span- 
ish professor in Paris told me that 
“gringo” meant ill-tempered, or bad 
humored, and gave the French equiv- 
alent as “grincheux,” but said, as I 
remember, that he had not heard it 


applied to persons in Spain. Now the 
Larousse dictionary gives “yrincheux” 


up- as meaning “susceptible, reveche; un 


client grincheux.” Whether “grin- 
cheux” is from the same root as 
“grincer,” which means to produce a 
strident noise, or to squeak, I cannot 
say. The latter word Larousse de- 
rives from the Old High German 
“gremizon,” “gramazzon;” certainly a 
curious-looking German word. 

Either as speaking a discordant 
tongue, or as being c rized by 
bad manners or total lack of man- 
ners, the word might well have been 
applied to the first “Yanquis” with 
whom our Mexican neighbors came in 
contact. 

The derivation from “gringo” ap- 
pears doubtful. I know no reason 
why the Spanish should have particu- 
lariy disliked the Greeks or come 
overmuch in contact with them 80 as 
to have made their name a word of 
contempt and dislike. 

And by the way, whence and why 

Another correspondent writes: 
While a resident of Lima, Peru, I was 
told that the word “gringo” originated 
from the fact that in olden times the 
sailors on English ships, while wind- 
ing the capstan to raise the anchor, 
would sing: “Green grow the rashes, 
Oh!“ Hence they were called “green- 
grows” or “gringos.” I do not vouch 
for the accuracy of this explanation, 
but simply send it for what it may be 
worth. In its general use I never 
thought it more deprecatory than the 
word “foreigner” as we use it. “Grin- 
go“ seems to be applied in Peru in- 
discriminately to Englishmen, Ger- 
mans, Americans and to any of light

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 38.—War 
has already become a grim reality to 
the agricultural interests of Califor- 
nia, and tonight the official organiza- 
tions of fruit growers are Seeking 
means of protecting fruit to the value 
of $1,500,000 now on its way to Eu- 
rope in British bottoms. Some of 
this fruit was shipped via the Isth- 
mus of Panama, and the presence of 
German cruisers in the Pacific is giv- 
ing the shippers much concern. Most 
of the dried fruit and canned vege- 
tables from California has already 
reached Germany, where the bulk of 
such cargoes was consigned, but the 
shipment of fresh fruit is at its height

GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 

Grain ranchers are also affected by 
the congestion of grain at Port Costa, 
where several ships awaiting cargoes 
have refused to accept the shipments 
from the railroads. Grain is arriv- 
ing there at the rate of 200 carloads 
daily. The warehouses are full and 
the refusal of the ships to load the 
grain may cause serious loss to the 
shippers because the railway declines 
to accept any further responsibility 
after its arrival at the docks. . The 
ships awaiting cargoes have been re- 
fused insurance and they decline to 
accept any cargo until they can clear 
under ordinary conditions. 

The ranchers not only fear the ex- 
pense of shipping the grain back to 
its point of origin, but they have no 
assurance that it will find warehouse 
room there, for on account of the un- 
precedented crop of this season prac- 
tically all of the warehouses are al- 
ready full.

FORGER SPOUSE. 


FROM A CELL HE FIGHTS BACK 
IN PROPERTY QUARREL. 


An angle of the divorce suit of 
Bertha Campbell Davison against M. 
M. Davison, who is serving three years 
in San Queatin for forgery, is her al- 
legation that Davison and others mis- 


appropriated and wrongfully con- 
cealed money to defraud Davison's 
creditors, a large portion of the con- 
cealed property. being community 
property. 

Mrs. Davison alleges that she can- 
not ascertain the description, value or 
location of this property, which in- 
cludes twenty-four lots. She asks the 
court to compe! the defendants to give 
her a community interest. 

Davison, from his cell at San Quen- 
tin, is fighting the property rights set 
up by his wife. In his answer he al- 
leges that several causes of action are 
improperly united; that the action for 
divorce is joined with the action to 
declare a trust in favor of his wife. 

Davison was formerly a real estate 
dealer who got into trouble through 
embezzling the property of his clients. 
He was tried in Judge Craig’s court 
and convicted last January. 

The couple were married October 
26, 1912, and lived together until De- 
cember, 1913, when Davison was ar- 
rested rged with forgery. « Mrs. 
Davison, believing at that time in her 
husband’s innocence, stood by him. 
Later developments convinced her 


fraud her of her community interest 
in the property. The defendants, be- 
sides Davison, are B. E. Davison, 
Maud and Norman Melrose. On mo- 
tion of the defendants the case, which 
was called yesterday, was continued 
until next Monday. 


CAN'T STOP SALOON, 

INJUNCTION DENIED WOMAN. 

Judge Shenk yesterday sustained 
the demurrer of the Board of Police 
Commissioners and the city of Los 
Angeles to the complaint of Miss 
Madeline Wills to restrain the board 
from acting upon a petition request- 
ing that Spring street between Fifth 
and Sixth streets be no longer closed 
to additional liquor permits, and de- 
nied a temporary injunction. 

The court held that the liquor regu- 
lation ordinance specifically vests in 
the board the power to pass upon the 
sufficiency or insufficiency of the orig- 
inal closing tition.
